And though it is hard for our narrow capad^ 
ties to grsd^, and take in the feveral diftin- 
guiihing exceUendcs of it at one view, yet if 
we take a iqparate furvey of the do^brines 
and duties, the promifes and threatenings^ 
the prophecies and hiftories, which are con- 
tained therein, each of them will afford us an 
awful or a delightful profped, with kflfons, 
for fpedal improvement. 

The worthy author of this Golledion,. 
whom I have long known with efleem and 
honour, has chofen to reduce all the moft 
ufeful and important Promifes of the word 
of God into order, and fet them before us 
here. Thefe are the mofl powerful motives 

to 
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to duty ; thefe are the conftant food of a liv- 
ing Chriftian, as well as his higheft cordials in 
a feinting hour. And in fuch a world as this,, 
where duties perpetually demand our prac- 
tice, and difficulties and trials are ever fur- 
rounding us, what cap we do better than to 
treafure up the Promifes in our hearts, which 
are the moft effedual perfuafives to ftilfil the 
one, and fufiain the other ? Here are laid 
up the true riches of a Chriflian, and his 
higheft hopes on this fide heaven.. 

The materials which are colkfted here are 
all divine, and the difpofition of them is ele- 
gant and regular ; fo that it is an eafy matter 
to find fomething fuitedto the frame of our 
fouls, or our prefent wants on every occa- 
fion : And that foul who knows what a fuit- . 
able promife is worth in an hour of darknefe 
or temptation, will never think fuch a work 
as this, and fuch a various treafjire, can have, 
fufficient value fet upon it. 

This is fuch a piece as I dare put into the 
hands of every Chriftian, among aU their di- 
vided fefts and parties in the world. Here 
is no danger of error or miftake in point of 
orthodoxy, if the Englifb be but truly tranf- 
lated from the facred originals. The noify 
controverfies of the age, which eat out the 

^ - , vitak 
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vitab of true religion, have no room nor 
place here ; for thefe fentenccs are the pure 
word of God, without any mixtures of the 
wit or reafonings of man. 

It is the leaft thing that I can do to fliew 
my gratitude to the pious Authcwr of this 
CoUedtion, to tell the world how much I ef- 
teem it, how often it has given me confola- 
tion and fupport in the midft of my long in- 
firmities and confinements in former years, 
when 1 was not capable of reading a whole 
page together in any writing : And there 
are multitudes of Chriftians that can bear 
the fame trftimony^ to the value of this Col* 
ledion ofPromifes^ who have found it an ef- 
fectual ^'ur to duty, and a divine relief under 
furrounding forrows. 

In order to a better improvement of thefe 
Promifes, it may be very proper to read the 
Introdu^ion firft, which will teach even Chrit 
tians of the lower raiik, how to underftand 
and apply all thefe difcoveries of divine mer- 
cy. Thofe who have little leifure for read- 
ing, may find their account in keeping this 
book always near them, and with the glance 
of an eye, they may take in the riches of 
grace and glory, and derive many a fweet 
refrefhment from hence, amidft their labours 
and travels through this wildernefs. It is of 
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excellent ufe to lie on the table in a diamber 
of iicknefs, and now and then to take a fip 
of the river of life, which runs through it in 
a thouiand little rills of peace and joy. 

May this 2d edition, which brings it again 
into the world, be attended with Sill great- 
er fucceis : And I fhall be glad to fee fuch an 
evidence of growing Chriffiianity and living 
religion among us, that fuch an a£kml^ge 
of divine mercies which have been fhowered 
down from heaven in diflferent aees^ upon 
this wretched world, ever fince the faU of 
man, coipes into the relilh and tafte of man«> 
kind, 6) far as to be perufed and prized by 
them.

INTRODUCTION: 

CONTAININO 

Some Obfervations upm the Esfcelkncy and life 
of the Promises, and Direilions for the 
right Application of them. 



BESIDES the many other evidences the holy fcrip- 
ture carries in it, of a Divine original, there are 
efpecially remarkable the fublimity, excellency and 
reafonablenefs of the dodrines it teaches 5 the wif^ 
dom, holinefs, and perfeftion of the rules of life it lays 
down ; and the ftrength and eflScacy of thofe fanc- 
tions, with which it enforces its precepts. As the 
Tbreaten'tngs have the greateft tendency to ftrike an 
awe upon the mind, and to lay a powerful reftraint 
upon every irregxilar inclination ; fo the Promtfes 
are of fuch a nature, as moil ftrongly to excite to, 
and give the greateft encouragement in a courfe olF 
piety and univerfal holinefs. It is therefore with the 
higheft reafon die apoftle fays of them, That there 
are given unto us exceeding great and precious promtfes^ 
that by thcfe w^ wight he partakers of the divine na^ 
turcy having efcaped the corruption that is in the world 
through htjly 2 Pet. i, 4. They are great and excel- 
lent ; whether we confider the nature and variety .of 
the bleffings contained in them, the manner in which 
they are exprefled, the certainty v^ith which we may 
depend upon them, or their happy influence upon the 
mind. .

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They contain bleffings of all forts, of the moft ex- 
cellent nlture, and fuited to every circumftance. As 
man is made up of body, as well as fpirit, and the 
neceffities of this prefent life muft be provided for, 
as well as his happinefs fecured in the next ; in the 
Fromi/es abundant care is taken of both, and provi- 
fion is made for the peace, comfort, and welfare of 
the Chriftian, both in this, and in the other world. 
He is affured of the feveral neceflaries and conve- 
niences of this life, in fuch a meafure, as Infinite 
Wifdom {tts beft for him. And fince we are expofed 
to various troubles and calamities, there are many 
Promfes made with relation to them ; either that we 
fliall be- preferved from thofe afflictions, or, if it be 
neceflary we (hould be exercifed with them, that we 
fcall be powerfully fupported under them, and in the 
beft time and way, delivered from them, after that 
they have been made to anfwer the moft excellent 
ends upon us. Nor is it eafy to fay, what a vaft va- 
riety of confolations arc provided for our relief in 
thofe trials. But, however valuable, confidering the 
circumftances of our prefent fiate, the Promfet rela- 
ting to temporal enjoyments and afflidions, may be, 
they are not to be compared widi the excellency and 
glory of thofe fpiritual and eternal blefflngs, with 
which we arc bleffcd in Chrift Jefus, and of which 
we have the moft clear, full, and exprefs Promlfes in 
rein, how great, how particular a 
the condition of fallen, finful man 1 
:n to eafe the confcience under the 
and the apprehenfions of Divine 
>ft gracious promifes of pardon and 
furances given of reconciliation and 
>od, through the blood and intercef- 
mcr I To what glorious privileges 
rs is the Chriftian advanced 1 Such 
)f childre&i a kmd regard to all hit 

prayerst 
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prayers, the miniftry of angels, and an intereft in the 
grace, love and fcUowihip of God the Father, and of 
Iifs eternal Son and Spuit. In the Promfei is con- 
tained all that grace which is requifite to refine and 
ennoble our natures, to enlighten our underilandings, 
to regulate our wills, and purify our affedtions ; to 
preferve us from fin, and all the contrivances and 
&ares of the devil and the world, and xo exalt us to 
the higheft perfedlion of holinefs and happinefs. 

The manner, in which thefe bleffings arc promifed, 
ftill further adds to their value. They are not ex- 
prefled in' general or ambiguous terms, but with 
ffreateft ckamefs and perfpicuity, God would not 
leave his people at an uncertainty, concerning hii 
kind intentions towards them. If die meaning of the 
promife feem doubtful in one place, it is abundantly 
cleared up in feveral others. Nor ts it only here and 
there in fome few paffages, or in a cold and referred 
manner, that God has fignified his good will ; but, 
upon the account of our duUnefs and ilownefs to be- 
lieve what God has promifed, he has both made nfe 
of the ftrongeft words and phrafes that language could 
fumifh out, and has over and over, in great variety erf" 
expreflion, often repeated the aflurances of his favour. 
He has contrived his Promifes fo, as to meet with all 
our objedions, and remove all our doubts and fears : 
And herein he has been pleafed to fhew an affcAion, 
tendemefs, and condefcenfion, which could not be ex- 
pedled fron> an earthly prince to his 
lefs from the ereat and glorious majefl 
earth, to fmful duft and afhes. 

But what doth in the higheft dej 
worth and «xcellency^ of the Promlj 
dences we have, that they fhall ce 
good ; fince, as the apoftle argues, 1 
we have for them both the word 
God that cannot /iV, that fo we might ha'oe Jlrong eon-^

folationf who have fied for refuge^ to hy hold nfon 
the hope Jet before us. And of ^e covenant dhus 
confirmed^ Chrift the Son of God is made the Surety^ 
Heb. vii. 22. having ratified it by his own blood. 
And that all the ever-l)leffed Trinity might concur in 
eftabliihing our faith upon the ftrongeft foimdation, 
the Holy Spirit of God witnefTes to the truth of the 
Fromtfesy by his miraculous operations, when firft 
poured forth upon the apoftles, and by his fandlifying 
influences upon the hearts of all true Chriftians, both 
then, and ever fmce. Hereby he infpires into them 
a lively hope, and fumifhes them with well-grounded 
evidences of their intereft in the promtfes ; and their 
hope makes them not a/hamedy becaufe the lome of God 
is Jhed abroad in their hearts by the Holy Ghofif which 
is given unto them^ Rom. v. 5. 

The Promtfes therefore of th6 gofpel being of fo 
excellent a nature, and confirmed to us by fuch au- 
thority and evidence, cannot but have very great and 
happy influences upon the mind, when ferioufly at- 
tended to, and applied with faith ; efpecially as they 
are the means by which the Spirit of God carries on 
his work upon the foul. They are the ftrongeft ar- 
guments to perfuade the finuer to turn to God, the 
greateft encouragements to a humble, believing de- 
pendance upon the grace of Chrift in the gofpel, and 
the moft powerful motives to fincere and univerfal 
obedience : Since by them we are afliired, that every 
penitent finner fhall find the moft gracious accept- 
the grace of Chrift we (hall derive 
1 and capacity for every duty ; and 
God's commands there is' great re- 
would we but duly confider the le- 
ade to every exercife of grace, and 
:e of duty, what a fpur would this 
r flow pace in the ways of holinefs !

A FIXED, conftam attcnticm to the Promifis^ and a^ 
firm belief of them, would prevent Iblicitude and 
anxiety abont the concerns of diis life. It would keep 
the mind quiet and compofed.in every change, and fop- 
port and keep up our fmking fpirits under the feveral 
troubles of life. In fhe muhitude of my tboughu 
within me^ thy comforts delight my fouU Pf. xciv. 19.^ 
Chriftians deprive themfelves of their moft folid com« 
forts by their unbelief, and forgetfulnefe of God*s Pro-' 
mifes. For there is no extremity fo great, but there 
are Promi/es fuitabk to it, and abundantly fufficient 
for our relief in it. 

A thorough acquaintance with the Promi/es would 
be of the greateft advantage in prayer. With what 
eomfort may the Chriftian addrefs himfelf to God m 
Chrift, when he confiders the repeated afltirances that 
bis prayers fhall be heard? With how much fatisfac- 
tion may he offer up the feveral defires of his heart, 
when he feflefts upon the texts wherein thofe very 
mercies are promifed ? And with what fervour of 
fpirit, and ftrength of faith, may he enforce his prayers, 
6y pleading the feveral gracious Promi/es^ which arc 
exprefsly to his cafe ? 

Further : Great affiftance and enc< 
Ae Chriftian derive in his fpirkual 
he takes a view of the many Promife 
ftrength, to mortify iin, and to ref 
fuccefs, aivd a final vidory in his c( 
•enemies of his falvation ; and of 
crown of glory, to be given him as tl 
firmnefs, conftancy and perfeveranc< 
more may be faid, but that I would not too much eri- 
large this IntroduRiony to fhew of what excellent ufe 
B 2^ tb*" 
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the Promt/es Would be, if duly attended to, to |>ro* 
mote all die exercifes of the divine life, and to infpire 
into a good man comfort and joy in every ftate of 
life. 

That die Chriftian might have before him, in one 
view, the many great ,and precious Promifis fcattcr- 
ed up and down in fcripture, and in fuch a method, 
as eafily to find what is fuitable to his cafe, I have 
drawn up the following Colleftion. The occafion in- 
deed, of my firft entering upon it, was to affiil fome 
young perfons, who very commendably, and to their 
great advantage, are employed in improving them* 
ielves, and one another, in the knowledge of the 
icriptures ; one of their exercifes being to trcafure up 
in their memories, and queRipn one another upon the 
PromtfeSf under dieir feveral heads. At firft, I in- 
tended to put together a fmall number, upon fome 
principal fubje^ts ; but, upon fearching the fcripture^ 
more and more texts ftill oflFering themfelves, which 
I thought equally to my purpoie, the Collection at 
length grew fo lai-ge, that the taking fo many copies 
aa^ were wanted, would have been a tedious work : 
tor which reafon, and in hopes it might ferve the iame 
ufeful end to others, I at laft gave way to its being made 
public. Since I completed it, I have exami'ned fome 
other Colle^ions J have met with, and . have added 
out of them thofe few texts, which I had not before 
obferved ; fo that, I believe, this is the fulled col- 
le^ion of the kind of any extant, at leaft that I have 
feen. 

I have endeavoured to put them together in fuch 
a method, as might be eafiell and Etteft for common 
ufe. I have not increafed the heads to fo great a va.- 
riety of particulars, as fome may exped ; both be- 
caufe too many divitions rather confound, than aflifl: 
die memory, and alfo the applying of the Promifes to 
cafes too particular) would have too much confined 

their 
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liieix vdkf when citable of a more extenfiye applica* 
tion. If any therefore want the Promifet for fbme 
cafe they do not find here mentioned, they may meec 
with them under fome more general heady within 
which that cafe is comprehended. And for the fame 
reafon, fome of the Promfes may feem not fo pro- 
perly to belong to the head under which they are 
ranged ; but as they are near a-kin to it, I chofe ra- 
ther to put them together, than to multiply heads., 
There are alfo other tezts^ which fome may think 
fliould have been placed elfewhere. For inftance, 
fome of the Promifes under the head of Tmpord 
BUffmgf are by fome underftood in a figurati:«e fenfb 
of fpiritual, and fo on the contrary. I h^^ tstk^ 
them in the fenfe that appeared to me moft a^^eaUe 
to the defign of the Spirit of God ; though fometimes, 
where I Aought the words were capable of both 
feqfesy I haye written them in both places. Many 
other texts alfo might be ranged under different 
heads ; for example, either in the Fir(^ Part, among 
the Ble£ings promifed ; or in the Second, contain- 
ing the Graces and Duties to which Promfes are 
made ; and fometimes under either of tbofe heads, 
which being nearly related, follow one the other ; ai 
the heads of San8tfymg Grace m general^ and (7m- 
vertmg Grace, If, dierefore, what you look for be 
not in one place, you may expeft to find it in the other. 
For which purpbfe the references in the Table of 
Contents will be ufefiil ; for I have generally en^ 
deavoured to avoid repetitions. Sometimes, indeed, 
the fame text may be met with in difierent places, but 
then it is applied to different purpoies ; as when feve- 
ral blefflngs or duties are comprized in one text, as 
Prov, xxii. 4. 

Though all the fcriptures here coUedled under the 
name of Prjmifes^ are ufefiil for the comfort and eiv- 
couragement of Chriftians^ in the cafes fpecified \ yet

die^ are ezpreffed in differait fbnm. Some contafn 
UteSt Promts and j^ffunmtes of fuch and fuch bleff* 
iogsi Of tbde fome are made to all in general, ac- 
ccHrding to the mies and limitations of the gofpd> a» 
F&L Ixxxrvw II. p. 57. and FfaL xxxiv. 9, lo. p. 39. 
But others are addrefied to par^colar ^>od moi in 
Icriptttre, which jet every Chriftian may take com^ 
fort in» So that Prmmfi made to Jofhna, chap. i. 5. 
I m\M not fad thee^ nor fwrfake thee^ is by die apoftk» 
af^&ed to Chriftians in g€neral9 Heb. xiii. 6. In 
the £ane manner, Pnmujes made to particular 
chm'obes, are applicable to the church of God in een* 
eral ; «$ thofe in the Old Teftament to the Jew- 
f& Church, Ifa. zxrii. 5. and Zech. ii. 5. and diofe 
t» the churches in the New Teftament, Phil. iv. 19. 
p. 39. Rom. xvi. 20. and many moie. Tht rule 
m both tl^fe ciafes isy diat whatfoerer Promtftt are 
iBaAt in fcripture to particalar perfbns, in cafes, ^nd 
for reasons, that equally concern other good men, 
Aey are s^pplicable to the comfort of all, and may be 
pleaded Widi feidi in prayer. The woids of the 
apoftle afford a fufficient fpundation for this obfeira- 
don, Rom. xr. 4. Whetfoever fkmgs *eifere wrkieH' 
^tfoft^me, were written for our ktarmt^y that we 
ibrgu^ fatienee and comfort of the fcripturei mg^ have 
hope. 

The Promfes alTomade in partkul^ cafes to peribn& 
in fcripture, may be apphed to the encouragement <rf. 
others, fo hx as the caie and circumftances agree, 
though not abfolutely, and in their whole extent. 
Thus the Promifes made to Solomon, f 2 Chron. i. 1 1, 
f^.) of wifdom, and alfo of riches and honour, be- 
yond all that were before hkn, becaufe he aiked <£^ 
God wifdom rather than riches, &c. is applicable to 
Solomon only, in its irtiole extent ; but yet gives en- 
€0uragement to every good man to hope, that if he 
fetk (H God wifdom ab^e all other things, he ftaU 

o^ain 
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obtain a lar^e meafure of it^ according to wbat hts 
ftatidn requires, and alfo much of other worldlj 
advantages as God fees beft for hixn, according to 
thofe more general Promfes^ Prov, viii. 17, 18. In 
the fame manner the Promifes made by Cbrift to his 
apoftlesy of the Holy Spirit, to teach them all thwgr^ 
and Bring all the things, he had /aid to them to remem'* 
hrancey John xiv. - 26. and to guide them into all 
truths chap. xvi. 1 3, though they arc not to be ap- 
plied to others in the fame degree as .to the apo(Ues# 
who were by the Spirit extraordinarily infpiied, and 
inftruded in the whole revelation of the gofpel, and 
infallibly fecured from error, this being peculiar to 
their charader as apoftles \ yet they encourage all 
other Chriftians to exped from the Spirit all that il- 
lumination, inftrudlion, and guidance, which is ne- 
cefFary fox them in their feveral circumftances, upon 
the diligent ufe of all appointed means, fo that they 
(hall be preferved from all dangerous and fatal mi£> 
takes and errors, according to mofe Promifes^ i John 
ii. 20, zj> Pfal. XXV. 12. and others mad# to good 
men in general. 

Befides thofe fcriptures, that run in the form of Pro* 
mtfesy there are others, which are obfervations or de- 
clarations of the'bleffings that ffenerally attend the fe- 
veral exercifes of piety and holinefs ; as Pfal. cxi. 5. 
in p. 39. and Prov. xviii. 10. in p. 41. and mofl of 
thofe colle<5led out of the Proverbs and Ecclefiaftes. 
But as thefe are obfervations made under the infpira- 
tionof the Spirit of God, they give the fame encourage- 
ment to exp€(fl the bleffings mentioned in them, as if 
they were in the form oi Promifes. 

Some of the texts do only exprefs the experiences 
of good men in fcripture, or their expedations from 
God ; as Pfal. xvi. 6. in p. 37. Pfal. xxiii. through- 
out, p. 38. and Pfal. Ixxi. 20. Of which fcrip- 
tures the fame may \^ faid as of thoie above that as 

holy 
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holy men therein fpake under the dsredion ef.tibe 
Spirit of God, and what they fay of dicmfelves is re- 
corded for our inftnidion and comfort, confequently 
other good men may aflore themfelves, in like circum- 
ftances, of the like favour and mercy. Thus where- 
as the Pfalmiil ezpreiTes his confidence in God's help, 
aninft all his enemies, Pial. cxviti. 6. the apoftle ap- 
|uies it to all-Chriftians, Heh. xiii. 6. So that lae may 
hMlyfay^ The Lord is my helper y and I wiU not fear whit 
Mum cam do unto me. 

Some of the texts are petitions put up by Chrift for 
his church ; as thofe taken out of John xvii. Thefe 
pve the fame encouragement as the Promifes do ; for 
we are aflured, that whatever Chrift afkft for his 
people, is certainly granted* 

The £une may be iaid, in fome degree, of the prayers 
pot op by other faints in^fcripture, for themfelves and 
others ; efpecially the prophetical prayers. Gen. xlix. 
Deut. xxxiiL and in odier places. Since thofe prayers 
were delivered under the infpiration of the Spirit, we 
know they were agreeable to the will of God ; and 
fo far as circumftances are the fame, aU other good 
men may hope to be heard in afking the fame bleffings 
of God. But of this fort I have taken but few, both 
becaufe it is more difficult rightly and with judgment 
to apply them, and left I (hould too much fwell xhxt 
colledion. 

The Blejpngs promtfedy are either of a temporal, or 
of a fpiritual and eternal nature ': It may be neceflaty 
to lay down fome rules, to direft the ferioUs Chrif- 
tian in the right application of thefe different forts of 
Promifes* 

As to the Pfbmifes of temporal bleffings, and thofe 
that relate to temporal evils, it is acknowledged by 
all, they are not to be underftood abfolutely or uni- 
verfally, but with the limitation, as far as may be 
for God's glory, and our good ; both which are, in

cAedy one. Nor will tfade limitation lefleo their 
value^ with any thinking ferious perfon. For all 
outward things are of fnch a nature, as to be capable 
of being either good or evil to us, as circunoftancet 
Tary. Riches, though in fome circumftances they 
may be very ufeful and valuable, in which cafe God 
win beftow them according to the tenor of his Pr9- 
mtjes } yet in others they may be, and crften prove, 
▼ery pernicious : No wife man in that cafe, would 
defire them. Thus afflictions in fome iitftances, may 
be of the ereateft advantage to us. Then thify are 
m6rcies ; ue infiidHng them is a token of £2Vour, and 
the preventii^ them would be a judgment, infiead of 
iiilfiUing a promife. Now it muft be allowed that 
of all thefe circumftances, the infinitely wife and good 
God is the befi judge Tiince he has before him in one 
view, the whole compafs of every cafe, in all its cir- 
cumftances, and is more concerned and watchful for 
our good, than we can be ourfelves. The Promifei 
therefore relating to thefe tUngs, Ihould not lie by 
neglected ; but we fhould fix our faith upon them for 
the mercies we want, with a firm dependance upon 
the power and faithfulnefs of Gpd, though with an 
entire fubmifiion to his fuperior wifdom, to choofe 
what is beft for us. I verily believe, Chriftians Of- 
ten deprive themfelves even of temporal favours from 
God, for want of a more frequent ftedfkft exercife of 
faatk upon the Pronufesy relating to thefe things. 
They either aflc not, or not in faiths and therefore 
receive nothing frpm Gedf Jam. i. 6, 7. Or, they 
defire and afk, but not for right ends (to take notice 
of another limitation hinted at by the fame apoftle. 
Jam. iv. 3.) not for God's honour, but to confume k 
upon their Lfts ; and fo tb^ qfh amifty and therefore 
receive not. This coUedton therefore will give great 
afliftance to the faith of Chriftians, when they ob- 
fenre how full audd exinrefs the Fromi/u are, and hoir 

fuitablc 
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fuitable to their fcveral exigencies, even in things ton- 
cernin^this life. 

It may be objeded to many of the texts, that they 
are taken out of the Old Teftament, and were Pro* 
mifes made to the Jews under a difpenfation wherein 
a greater ftrefs is laid upon temporal bleffings, than 
under the gofpel ; and confequently, that Chriftians 
cannot expeft fo much from thofe Promlfes, 

I anfwer, That it is true, the gofpel has a much 
greater tendency to draw oiir affedions from, and lef- 
fen imr regard to our outward felicity and profperity, 
than the law ; fince it has brought in a better hope, 
and gives more clear difcoveries, and more full afTur- 
ances of fpiritusil and eternal bleffings, and recom- 
mends thefe as our main concern ; and therefore our 
defires and expe<flations of temporal bleffings, ought 
to be very moderate, and bear no proportion with 
our concern for fpiritual. But yet that Chriftians 
may take comfort in, and apply to themidves the 
Promifcs of the Old Teftament, and in things relating 
to this life, is evident from that declaration of the 
apoftle, I Tim.-iv. 8. Godlmefs is profitable unto ail 
things^ having promife of the life that now is, and of 
that which is to come. Where the apoftle affirms, not 
only that godlinefs is profitable to this, as well as an- 
other life, but, that it has Promifes relating to both ; 
by which it is probable he meant thofe of the Old 
Teftament, a great part of the New being not then 
committed to writing, or not publiftied among the 
churches. Befides, as was obferved beftDre, the Prom-' 
ifes made in the Old Teftament, the apoftle applies 
to Chriftians, and that upon the principle above men- 
tioned, Rom. XV. 4. an inftance of which we have^ 
among others, in his preffing obedience to parents on 
Chriftians, Eph. vi. 2, 3. from the temporal Promife 
annexed to the fifth commandment, delivered to the 
Jews.* To which may be added, that there are noany

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ihmit^ of tcmpond bkffiws to be fdnnd m the 
|n^l, as full and as eiqnreffiTe as diofe in the OU 
Teftament, as will sq^pear upon tke pcniM of tUs 
<k^ediom 

Nor do I think the cafe of good men ondor the law 
fe diffei«M from that of CImftians, with relation lo 
^wtward bleffings, as fbme may apprehend. It is 
.{jiainy &ofe Pron^ were not to wm abfolnte or 
%ini«eridJ) but te m underftood with the £u»e limita^ 
ifons a$ now ; and that in thofe times, as well asfince* 
4« righteoiis were frequently ezerc^^ with fevercL 
jdlidrons, and tjie wicked had many tmies a mater 
Aare of oatward {iroQ>erity Aan even the beft c^men } 
Ae want of a ^le attention to which, was the reafen 
^ the he^vy cenfures Job met with from his friendl* 
The fentences therefore, which in Job, in the Rror* 
HBfb^, and odim- places, eiprefs the earthly advsuntM 
^s attc^uling righteoufiit^ in its feYeral brancbe»» 
«md the ill ccmfequences of vice, dte not to be looked 
'^ijMHi as untt^rial pofitlons, but xmther as e%fervatiotts 
of the proper tendency of virtue and vice, and their 
lUftnr^ co^ti^dion with fuch, and fuch bendfits and 
ftH^hieft, though Ikble to forile exc^dons in pardc» 
«Aftr cafen, as moil general obCervations and maxims 
are. A^ tiiere is t&am the i^une connexion eftablHk* 
^ by God, in die eoutfe of things between moi«I 
^(^(A and evH \ and ftveral advantages and mifehi«(b, 
llkov^ fiibjed: to fedh viatiatidihs as God in his i^ 
{>re^vtdeflce fees fit to make fi-om hii mol« fettled 
t«es.

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<mt thefe dlipditions, none can juftly Izj ckim id 
iSif of the temporal Promt/a* But becaufe in many- 
cafes, a ferious perfon may be doubtful whether he 
is converted or not, whether there be in him that 
faith, repentance, and holinefs, which may be a proof 
that he is in a date of favour with God, and fo enti- 
tled to the Promi/gs ; I obferve, that as there is a dif- 
ference between grace begun, in ijts firll ezercifes,. 
and when it is arrived to a confirmed habit ; fo many 
of die Promfes arc made to the firil beginnings and 
ezercifes of grace, in praying and feekin? after God, 
in the ufe of appointed means, in turning npxa fin, and 
coming to Chrift. Thus the Prom/a of a new heart 
are made to thofe who enquire after God, Ezek* 
zzxvi. 26, 37. of wifdom to them that fearch for it» 
Prov. ii. 4, 5« of the Spirit to them that afk it, Luke 
ad. 13. and of reft in Chrift to them that being wea- 
ry and heavy laden, come to him, Matth. xi. 28* 
Which therefore every one vrh.o finds in himfelf thofe 
beginnings of grace, may apply to himfelf, as an en- 
couragement to go on« 

It is alio to be obferved, that the other Pronufu 
of divine influences, of the increafe of "grace, of pref- 
ervation from fm, of grace to perfevere to the end* 
CsTr. and fo of everlafting life and glory, thoiu;h ev- 
tiry fincere Chriftian may apply them, and ckpend 
upon them, yet they all fuppofe the diligent ufe of 
all the means of grace, watchfulnefs, a conftant ap- 
plication to, and dependance upon, the ftrength of - 
Chrift, and the grace of his Holy Spirit, and a uncere 
regard to all the other duties of the gofpel ; as ap- 
pears from John zv. 4, lo. and many other paffitget 
to be found in this CoUcdion, eipccially in the latter 
port. 

To obtain the com&rt of Ae Prifimfes In the fec- 
ond partt sftrj one muft iee that thejr be ia a good 

degree 
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degree poffeStd of tjie graces, and diat diey diligenj^ 
I7 perform the duties, to which the Promtfis are 
made ; and that from a principle of &ith in Chrift, 
and love to God, expre&d in an habitual care and en* 
deavour to pleafe him. For whatever duty we do^ 
without a real regard to God therein, depending up- 
on Chrift for acceptance, in whom all tbi Promjes 
are yea and amen^ we can ezped no reward fron» 
him. God may juftly rejed fuch a claim,, with. Did 
ye it at all to me^ even fo me ? And for the fame rea«- 
fon, the obferving of fome duties, while we know- 
ingly allow ourfelves in afts of difobedience to other 
commands, will not iupport our claim to the Prom^ 
fes ; because if we aded with a fincere refpeA to God» 
we fhould fhew the fame regard to all his known laws^ 
Jam. ii. 10, 11. 

As a Chriftian ought to be concerned not only for 
himfelf, but for the whole church of God, and the 
intereft of Chrift's kingdom here on earth, I thought 
^ very neceflary to lay before him what the fcripture 
aiffbrds for the raifing of his hopes, and encouraging 
his prayers ui5ob thofe important fubje^ And this 
ts the defign of that CoUeAion of texts, in the jip* 
pendtx. But this I found more difficult than any 
other part whatfoever ; for in fearching the fcriptuie 
upon thofe fubje<5ts, I met with fo many paflages that 
had a relation to the ftate of the church, that a 
complete colledion of them was inconiiftent with my 
intended brevity j and many of the prophecies were 
fo difficult to be underftood, that it could not be ex* 
peded, that the generality of Chriftians fliould know 
how to make ufe of them. I have, however, en* 
deavoured to avoid both thefe inconveniences, by fe- 
lefting thofe texts which are mofl full to my purpofe^ 
and mofl eafy to be apprehended by an attentive read- 
er ; hoping that thofe fcriptures bemg h^re laid to- 
gether. 
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g^cTf whith treiit of the fame ;fiitjiea^ litsj wadht 
jnutuallj illuftrate and eiplaJn ocSe apotiber. 

I am ienfible tha^ many of the tenets I have brotight^ 
ipdiich foretel the enlargement aad glory <rf the church^^ 
h^ve already had* in fome degree> their accomplifli'% 
iq^ent in the converfion of the Gentiles to the Chri& 
ttan faith i but upon a thorough confideration of fe7<^ 
eral of the prophj»:ies> conc^nmg the fpreading of the 
gofpel throughout all nations, the fubje^ion of a^ 
kings to. the authority of Chrii^y and the gloiious ftatt^ 
e£ the church in the latter days, as HaL Ixxxri. 9. 
Ifa. Izvi. x8. Dan« vii. 27^ Zech. xiv. 9, &c, it ap^ 
pears to me, there is fliU to be eiqpeded a fuller ac-« 
complifhment of them» than has yet been* But which. 
lusLYc been already fulfilled^ and which ftiU remain to 
be {69 I leave to every one's judgment, upon eost 
fidering aifid comparing the texts. ' 

Some of the texts I have applied to the church rtt. 
general, are ty fome interpreters underftood of the 
church of the^.JkMfs> when converted to Chrift in the 
latter ages of the world : as Ifa. iv. 3. and zxvii. 6» 
9nd Ix. and Ixii. Nor do I deny but it is probable*, 
^at people is more immediately pointed at i^n thofe 
l^rophecies. But as the Gentile knd Jjewifh church, 
will then be one, there will be a communication o£ 
privileges and glory ; and confcquently in whatever 
2neafures the Spirit of God is poured out, and the 
glory of God manifefted among the Jews when convert* , 
ed; the Gentile jchurch will enjoy their (hare of the be«. 
Befit : for, if the fall of them he the riches of tht 
ViorUf and the tSmm/hing of them the riches of the Gen*, 
tiksy how much more their fulneCs f Rom. zi. \%* 

As to the converfion of the Jews, it has indeed- 
been the opinion of many learned men, that nothing 
more is to be expelled, than what has already been 
dcme in the feveral, but eipecially the firft ages of 
Chriftianity ; but I do not fee what fenie can be made 
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of ^ derenth chsqpter to tlie Romans, but upon the 
fuppofition of a furdier and more general converiion 
of the Jews, even of that part of the JewUh nation, 
which were then cut off. from the true church for 
their infidelity ; and as the apoftle applies to. this pur- 
pofe a paflage quoted out of one ti the prophets, it 
feems to me toferve as a key for the right underftand- 
iag a great number of places in Ae prophets con- 
cerning the ftate of the Jews in the latter days ; a 
ffreat part of which I have therefore colleded, or re- 
tenred to in the laft fedlion- I know indeed, thofe 
prophecies are fuppofed by Grotius ^nd other learned 
commentators, to have been fulfilled by the return 
of the Jews from, the Babylonifh captivity, the fevour 
they obtained from feveral princes, and the vidtories^ 
gsuned by the Maccabees over the enemies of the 
Jews. And perh^s, the foretelling of thofe remark- 
able events, was in part the defign of at lead fome 
of thofe prophecies. But they muft be allowed alfo 
to have had a farther view, if we confider the low, 
affli<5led, and perfecuted Aate of the Jewifh nation, 
moft part of the time after their return to their own 
land, under the Perfian, Grecian, and at len^ the 
Roman empire, and the corruptions and diforders 
that crept into, and at lail quite over*run their 
church ; of whi<i Dr. Prideaux has given a very full 
account in his^ excellent hiftory. Now this no ways 
agrees with thofe fublime and lively defcriptions of 
the peace, profperity, bolinefs, and flouriihing con* 
didon, both of their church and ftate, foretold in 
thofe prophecies J as particularly in. Jer. xxx. 9, 160 
£zek. zzzivk 28. and zxxvi. ii. Joel iii^^ 17, ao, &fr. 
Befides that, in many of thofe prophecies the kt* 
ter days, or the days of the Mefiiah, are exprefsly 
pointed at, as the time of their accomplifhment. This 
has therefore led n^^any to apply all thofe paflages to 
the Gentile churchy which they iup^fe to be 4>c>k^ 
Ca off 
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dr» cmder namei and chwaiften pr^ier i» thft jc^flr 
churchy as being t^rpified by it. Bat whoever will 
carefoUj obferve ^e coane^imi of the finreml parts 
of thofe projdieciesy nmft acknowledfire that the Jew-< 
iA natick is in fome c^ the verfes pTainlf fp6ken oF* 
and that in odier verfes of die fame context, the Pto-^ 
mlfu o£ ccokver&on and reftoration to dbeir own land, 
are made to the rer^ ikme perfons ; <^ which fee m^ 
ftances in the chapters above mmiiioned, and in H<^ 
ii. and iii. 

There are many aideed of tho& who ezped a m9t€, 
general ccmrerfi^i of the Jews, that yet will iKtt ad-^ 
mit of their reftoration to their own land, but fuppdS& 
they (hall be, upon their converfion, embodied with, 
the feveral nations among which they live^ But m 
thofe prophecies concerning th«m) which evident^ 
rrfer to the gc^pel times, there are Ibxreral pafTaget 
which fpeak fo fully and pofitively of their return to 
their own country, and that Jerusalem (hall be re* 
buih and re-inhabited by them, that it feems u> mer 
impoffibk td underftand them in any other than the 
Kteral fenfe, without doing them great violence $ as^ 
Jen xxxli. 41^ and xxxiii. 16. Ezek. xxxvi* 1I9 249 
a8. and xxxvii. 25. Zech. xii. 6. and xiv. 11, &c» 
It is beyond my prefent deBgn, and the compalb of 
this A^TM/tfarVn, to giy« all the reafons that kicline 
me to thefe fentiments ; they thatpleafe tofearch fvp* 
ther into the matter, may confult Dr. Whitby, and 
other learned writers. I ihall c<xiclude what I have 
to Arjr upon this head, with recommending it to Chr^ 
tia^, tjT make ufe of thefe texts to raife their hopes- 
and eype^tions of tho^ future haf^ times, wheu 
the gofpel (hall be preached moreuniverfaHy through 
out the world, the Chriftian church receives a vaft ac-^ 
^effion by the calling of the Jews, and the coming m 
•f the fulnefs of the Crcnttles ; and hoHnefs, peace, 
and kve> AaH SomiSx probably iai a gres^iar meafbte 

than. 
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betbe^it^ed*o£difbr4ailf and auxft £mpiat prayers^ 
and thofe Firmmfifbt made nfe ofras pleas to «ifiM«e

their fenfe and nfe. In this way the dire^liars of ^ 
edaeation of children in the charity fchools, may^ 
aaaheliiie book fynre goad pvrpofts, for the iateac-^ 
tim and hnprovement of their children ia the know-^ 
kdge of the fcripturcs. And I know no better way 
of ei^hijig; the mhids of children witb4^<^ aad fo^ 
ltd kaDwle4ge9 than by aiding them well acquainte4 
wit& the fbriptareji Ijl^^pflili^ iMk J^m wmir 
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fli Icnmtsunft of excdlent and dif iae w^aon^ ^mitrem^ 
faring up in their memories a great number of fde^: 
feriptusesjoaoft fulted to their cafiadltj and u&4 Yxm 
this endi I have frequently thought of asAking fomc: 
proper C^Sedlions^ particularly for the benefit of the 
ofaaiity fthool at St; Alban's, and of all other cbildrto 
Vfhok' parents or teachers fhall think fit to make ufe: 
of them ; which perhaps*, I may hexsafter finiiht i& 
this meet with acceptance*. » 

If we would reap the comfort and benefit of tbefe 
Pranlfetf it is not enough that we have them by us»» 
mr now and then look into them : but we muft tho^ 
roughly acquaint ourfelves with them, ftore them upr 
in oiu: memories^ and be often meditating upon them^ 
that they may be ready for ufe, when we moft want 
than. And whatever pains we may be at <m thi» 
account, the pleafure and advantage we ihall recdve 
will be a fufficient recompenfe ; for thefe are pksifma^ 
wordsy that are as a heney cmb $ fweet Ui the Jhvlp 
and health to the boneSf Frov. xvii 24^ and therdbr» 
well deferve to be houtui upon our JmgerSf and wrktu^ 
wpon the taUe of our hearts^ Pro^ vii. 3. and would 
ferious Chriftiauos^nake ihtrProfmfii the frequent fub^ 
jeft of their eonvarfation together, and at the fame time 
take notice of the feveral inftances wherein they have 
been made good to themfelves an<i others, within their 
^iervation, it would both imprefs them upon theic 
memoriies, and very much increafe their force and ior 
fiaeaee upon their heaits. 

Boi care maft.be. taken to underftand them.iattbeir

In particular cafes, we may d>aw oHXifort, not 
^y from the Prmifif. ^cnlm to that cafe, but alf« 
from thofe that are of a more grnctal niHvire. At 
Bnder fickn^, wc may have relief, net only frofli 
Aofc fcriptures which f xprefidy retatr to ^at omwty^ 
ftance, but alfo from the Pron^fes relating to ir(mbk h 
general^ and the aflurances of God's Lome^ Cm-^y ami 
fieaditiefi to ie^ his people, to. which the Table of 
Contents will eatfily dircd to. 

That we may haivc the comfort of the Promffe^ % 
fteady exercife of fekh, is, above all things, neceffary. 
For this puqpoTe, we mud imprefs upon enr minds 
the power, goodne&, and &ithfolnefs of God, and 
the experience of good men in every age t and by 
this means, and by an attentive confideratim of the. 
PromfeSf fuck at thofn hrtafis of cmfihikm iili wt 
0re foHifodf Ifa. Ixvi. ii. But at the fame time 
our eyes muft be fixed upon the Lord Jefus Chrift, 
as the only foundatijua of our^hc^pes, in wid . through 

whom 
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whom alone all the Promifii are made good to ttt i^ 
smd upon the Holy Spirit the Comforter, that through 
his powerful influences we may righdy underftand 
and apply, firmly belieje, and clearly difcover the ex* 
cellency of the Fromfa^ and fo tafte that the Lord is 
gracious. 

Conftantly plead the Promjes wiA God in prayer. 
He has thereby bound htmfetf to Ysls people, as with 
a note under lus hand. Go with it therefore to God^ 
firmly depending upon his &ithfblnds ; he will ac«^ 
knowledge his own hand-writing, and anfwer y6ur 
demands accordingly. Reft yourfelf therefore upoft 
Crod, and wait patiently for him, being aflured he will 
not be unmindM of his promife ; but leave it to hit 
infinite wifdom to fulfil it, in that way, and at that 
time, he fees beft. 

But remember the Premfis of God do not dif^ 
charge from, but encourage and oblige to, the dili* 

Eent ufe of a8 proper and lawful means. Chrift 
as promifed food and raiment ; but the ilothful and 
earelefs muft not ezped the ben^ di that Pronufe. 
Hie fame may be faid of the fpiritual blefiingt 
promifed. The foul of the Jloihfid defireth^ and both 
mahtng ; but the foul of the diligent JbaU be made fdty 
Prov. xiii. 4. 

To conclude : Let the Chriftian live a life of fai^ 
upon the Promifes. A great part of the riches of 
the nation at this day, confifts in ^e credit that is 
given to notes, bonds, afiignments, &c. I am fure 
the riches of the Chriftian lie chiefly in the aflign- 
ments he has under God's hand,, of the moft valuable 
bleffings both of this and a better life. Let him then 
know how to value thefe as the trueft riches, and to 
make ufe of them upon all occafions ; he will find 
no want of any good thing. If he has it not in hand^ 
he has it in the promife ready whenever he needs it. 
So that he may Hve ciitirel]!iircC'&<mi folicitudc and 

anxious 
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anxious care) committing himfelf, and aU his concernt 
to that God who careth for hixn* * 

I am willing to take this opportunity of recom- 
mending it to thofe young perfons, for whofe benent 
this Couedion was firft undertaken^ to perfevere in 
their endeavours to improve themfelves, and one 
another, in the knowledge of the Pramfes^ and other 
parts of fcripturcy which may be mod ufefid to them, 
that the word of Cbrifi may dwell in them richly im 
all tvifdom ; and to othersy efpecially of their age, to 
imitate their example in die fame commendable way 
of employing their time. To how much better ac- 
count will this turn, than the vanities that ordinarily 
fill up the convcrfation of youth, or thoic wrangling 
difputes and controverfies, which eat out the heart 
of ferious pra6Ucal religion ! The advantage which 
thofe who have tried tnis courfe have reaped from it^ 
fufficiently encourages their perfeverance in it. May 
&e^, and all others who with them delight in, and 
fearch after, the treafures of divine wifdom in the 
fcriptures, not only have their minds beautified and 
enriched with it, but feel its influence in their hearts 
and lives. May they be Jilled with the knowledge of 
the wiU of Gody in all wifdom and fpiritual underhand-' 
Mgy that they may walk worthy of the Lord^ unto ai 
fuafingy being fruitful in every good worip and tncnaf-- 
mg in thi Jmowkdge of God.
